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Court records may be amended sua sponte, or on the application of a party or any other 
interested person, and a basis for the amendment must be shown. 


A court may correct clerical errors in its records on its own motion or upon an application by the 


parties! or any interested person.” 
It is usually necessary that a basis for an amendment be shown by a written memorandum, 
but an application without some documentation is permissible where the amendment corrects

some omission in the record and does not impeach or contradict the record's contents." Such an 


amendment may be supported by affidavits? or the judge's recollection.° 


An amendment to court records relates back to the time when the proceedings were conducted.’ 
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
